.-;  PLAN  I ER  ON  1  HE  COFFEE  CROP. 

New  York,  July  2J,  1900. 
Editor  of  "The  Journal  of   Commerce   and 
Commeicial  Bulletin:* 
Sir—  As  a  coffee  planter  ill  Brazil,  I  beg  you 
will  allow  me  to  make  a  few  statements  regard- 
ing the  coming  crop.  * 

Our  plantation  is  located  ill  the  state  of 
Minas  and  is  the  third  largest  in  the  state, 
provided  with  the  most  perfected  machinery 
and  under  the  best  management*  I  think, 
therefore,  that  1  am  in  »  position,  as  a  lead'ng 
coffee  )il  niter,  10  speak  with  some  knowledge 
of  the  milter.  Tile  rainy  season  begins  ill 
November  and  ends  about  the  first  of  January, 
sometimes  running  until  the  middle  of  that 
mouth.  Ag  ii".  wo  have  rains  ill  April  May- 
nd  June  Unfortunately  the  rains  din  not 
,et  up  at  all  ill  J  mo  try,  hut  continued,,  with 
iust  stops  enough  to  allow  some  ripening  of 
the  bean,  which  meant  a  loss  when  the  rain 
and  strong  winds  began  again,  until  June.  I 
1111  informed  by  my  partner  ill  Brazil  that  we 
will  be  at  least  ten  thonsiiul  arrobas.or  two 
thousand  live  hundred  bags,  short  this  year. 
This,  from  a  forty-six  thousand  arroba  crop,  19 
a  serious  item. 

Now  with  reference  to  a  iicomblllaUOlM 
among' '.lie  planters  in  thai  country,  I  would 
say  that  the  person  making  this  statement 
either  is  not  acquainted  with  the  situation 
and  methods  of  doing  business  ill  Brazil  or 
such  statement  was  made  with  the  idea  of 
causing  a  fall  in  the  price  ot  coffee.  Ill  tlie 
first  place,  owing  to  the  extremely  low  price 
of  this  article  for  the  last  few  years,  nine- 
tenths  of  the  planters  are  in  debt  almost  to, 
and,  ill  some  cases,  over,  the  value  of  their 
property  It  has  been  the  custom  ever  since 
coffee  began  to  be  grown  ill  that  country  for 
the  planters  to  ship  their  products  to  agents 
or  i.cominisarios.  in  the  ports,  these  .com- 
misarios.  furnishing  them  during  the  year 
merchandise  and  money  10  uieet  the  running 
expenses  until  crop  time.  Naturally,  to 
protect  themselves,  the  ucotuniisai'ios.'i  before 
advancing  a  pound  of  meat,  or  one  milreis  ill 
money,  exact  written  instruments,  or  inort- 
gages'011  the  property,  from  the  planter,  who 
is  boil nd  to  send  the  acoiumisario.  all  his  coffee. 
The  ncoinmisario.ii  in  turn,  disposes  of  the 
coffee  to  the  «eiisiccador.n  who  sells  it  to  the 
exporter.  It  is  plain  to  anyone  who  has  kept 
track  of  the  market  that  the  planters  must 
be  in  a  very  bad  way,  and  the*  licomuiisariosn 
are  no  better  off,  failures  being  common 
during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  such  as 
the  very  old  house  of  Roxo,  Lemos  &  Co. , 
and  others.  The  planters  are  short  of  money 
and  the  ,<eoiuuiisirioS'i  also;  the  latter  have 
the  whip  hand  of  the  grower  aud  exact  ship- 
ment of  coffee.  The  "cotumisirios'i  know  to 
a  kilo  the  amount  of  coffee  a  planter  must 
ship,  as  it  is  their  custom  several  times  dar- 
ing the  growing  season  for  them  to  send 
representatives  to  visit  the  plantations  of  their 
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friends  Claud  note  accurately  tlie  condition 
of  the  crop,  also  keeping  in  each  shipping 
centre  R  .resident  representative... 

Now.  so  far  as  forming  ..combinations"  is 
concerned,  tliiss  lias  been  tried  before  by  the 
planters,  but  quickly  Riveu  ».  q'"elus  l0  ">' 
the  .icoiniiiissrio...  The  uconinilsiino.  cannot 
do  it,  as  he  is  short  of  money,  an.l  in  many 
cases  in  debt  himself  to  the  ..ensaccador.,, 
Neither  can  the  ..ensaccador,.  do  it,  anil  lor 
the  very  same  reason,  mid  all  resulting  iroin 
the  loCv  price  of  coffee,  brought  on  by  the 
enormous  and  indiscriminate  increase  in 
planting.

reniherg  ivas  collected.  Some  of  the  emi- 
grating Roumanian  Jews  go  to  Asm  Minor, 
or  Cyprus,  but  many  hope  in  C.nada  to  earn 
their  living.  Some  of  them  are  educited  niell, 
even  doctors,  some  speakuiR  perhaps  three 
languages  So  strong  is  tile  anti-Semitic 
movement  in  Roumaiiia  that  one  of  the  mi- 
nisters has  publicly  declared  his  adherence 
to  it.  


The  Bank  of  England  has  fortunately  chang- 
ed its  attitude  towards  the  gold  market  but 
whether  or  not  the  change  lias  been  made  ill 
time  to  prevent  great  stringency  has  yet  to  be 
seen.  Until  this  week  the  Bank  declined  to 
give  anv  facilities  for  the  import  ot  gold. 
although  such  facilities  would  have  attracted 
oold  ■  this  week  not  only  basil  given  facilities 
bv  offering  to  make  free  advances  against  gild 
shipped  for  periods  covering  the  time  ot 
transit  but  it  has  also  advanced  us  buying 
price  for  bar  gold  bv  I.V.  to  77,1.  torf.,  its  price 
for  American  eagles  by  I rf„  and  its  price  for 
French  and  German  gold  com  by  hd..  all  to 
76s  $d.  Further,  Hie  chancellor  ot  the  ex- 
chequer has  agreed  to  place  ,{5,000,000  out  of 
the  ^'10,000,000  of  the  exchequer  bonds  otter- 
ed oil  Saturday  last  with  American  bankers. 
From  a  policy  of  refusing  facilities  for  the 
import  of  gold,  the  Bank,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  has  now 
given  unusual  inducements  in  the  form  of 
free  loans,  an  increased  price  for  gold,  and  the 
offer  to  American  hankers  of  an  unusual  good 
investment  for  their  surplus  funds.  Further. 
by  borrowing  largely  it  has  raised  the  rate  ot 
interest  in  Hie  outside  market  to  a  fairly  attrac- 
tive figure.     We  welcome  the  change,  but  we 

wish  that  it  had  been  made  two tills  ago— 

we  might  sav  12  months  ago  —  for  had  the 
Bank  been  willing  to  give  at  all  tunes  during 
the  past  12  months  free  advances  against  gold 
imports,  we  should  possibly  have  been  spared 
the  unpleasant  squeeze  in  the  money  market  at 
the  end  of  December  lost,  the  British  govern 
melit  loan  for  ,£30,000, 000  would  not  now  he 
selling  at  a  discount,  and  the  chancellor  of  the 
exchequer  would  not  be  obliged  to  ..accept  an 
offer  made  by  the  leading  Anglo-American 
houses  in  London  to  place  half  the  issue  ill 
the  United  States  on  the  terms  which  he  had 
decided  to  offer  it  here.., 

Op   the   other  hand,  we  must  recognise  the 
assistance   afforded  to  the   London  market  by 
American  bankers,  and  especially  the  admir- 
able  manner  in   which   Hie  secretary  of  the 
American    treasure    has    helped    tile    money 
markets  of  the  United  States,  and  indirectly 
of  this  country,  during  the  trying  limes  of  Hie 
past  12   months,    when    the  stoppage   of    the 
usual  gold  supplies  from   South    Africa    has 
dislocated  our  market.    It  would,  however, 
have  been   better  for  the  Bank  of  England  to 
liave  adopted  a  libera]    policy  with  regard  to 
gold  imports,  and  to  have  gradually  secured 
too  much   rather  than  too  little  gold  during  a 
period  when  the  nation  was  at  war   and  when 
the  imperial  government  was  under  the  ne- 
cessity   of    borrowing    a  very   large   sum    of 
money.     As  the  bank  has  not  hitherto  given 
the   necessary  facilities,   and  has  not  secured 
the  gold  required,   its   present  action  is  tile 
more  to  be  commended.     It  now  recognises 
the  wisdom  of  granting  such  facilities,  and  lias 
apparently  thrown  over  the  doctrine  that  the 
oiilv   desirable   way    of   attracting    gold  is  to 
raise   the  official    111111111111111.  —  l«e    AtallSI, 
London;  Aug,  11.

Sllau  is  mountain  and  Slim  lung  east 
mountain,  and  Slian-si,  west  mountain,  Pal 
is  white,  and  Pai-shall,  white  mountain.  Hal 
is  sea,  and  kwan  stands  for  gate,  so  H  .l-kwati 
(the  maritime  customs)  is  gate  of  the  sea.  anil 
Shan-hai-kwall,  mountain  and  Seagate.  Sliang 
is  a  city,  an.l  Slnughai,  city  by  the  sea. 
Hoaug  is  yellow  ;  Hoang-ho,  Yellow  river, 
and  Hoang  hai,  Yellow  sea. 

Yang  means  ocean  and  Ise,  son  ;  hence,  me 
Yang-tse  river  is  son  of  the  ocean,  and  lien- 
tse  ami  of  heaven  (the  13  nnsror).  Ku  or  kow 
is  a  mouth  or  pass,  and  Ta,  big  or  great  so 
Ta  ku  means  big  inoulh  (of  Pel-lio),  while 
N.111  kow  stands  for  south  pass(from  Moneolia), 
hu  is  a  lake  ;  ling,  a  hill  ;  hsiang,  a  village  ; 
hsieu,  a  tax  district.  F11  is  a  prefecture  ;  lal, 
a  governor;  tao,  a  circuit  or  group  ot  admi- 
nistrative departments;  so  lao-lai  is  a  governor 
of  a  circuit,  and  fu  tai  is  a  governor  of  a  pre- 
fecture. Cbao  or  ki  10  is  a  bridge;  It,  a  C  11- 
uese  mile  ;  pa,  eight,  and  thus  Pa-h  kno  Is 
the  eight-mile  bridge.  Clio  of  chow  is  a 
depot  or  stopping  place;  hence  Lung-chow, 
eastern  depot  (of  Peking).  Shell  isa  province, 
and  Shell-si  is  the  western  province. 

Yameil  isa  police  St  ilioll  or  official  residence, 
and  bui,  a  secret  society,  or  club.  'Is'ulg 
means  pure  or  clear,  so  Ts'iug  kiang  is  clear 
river,  while  Ta  Ts'iug  means  great  pure  (mine 
of  present  dynasty),  and  kwo  being  a  kingdom 
or  empire,  Ta-Ts'ing  Kwo  signifies 1  the  em- 
pire of  Hie  great  pure  (China),  la  Mei-Ka  is 
thenanieapplied  by  the  Chinese  10  the  United 
States,  and  means  great  America—  Leslie  s

ROUMANIAN  JEWS. 


The  Vienna  correspondent  (Dr.  Johannes 
Horowitz)  of  the  New  York  Times  .writing 
under  (late  of  June  30th  last,  thus  describes 
the  tlitiahle  condition  of  the  Roumanian  Jews, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  we  need  not 
BO  to  China  to  find  barbarian  outrages  : 

A  pitiable  sight  was  witnessed  oil  the  quay, 
in  tlie  Prater,  for  some  days  this  week.  A 
oartv  of  emigrant  Roumanian  Jews  had  man- 
aged to  pay  their  fares  by  the  Danube  steamer 
so  far.  but  then  were  absolutely  des  1  lite. 
On  being  questioned  as  lo  the  reason  of  their 
voluntary  exile  they  related  that  it  was  caused 
by  the  hitter  persecution  Jews  are  subject  lo 
i,i  Roumaiiia.  Ill  nearly  all  cases  they  are 
excluded  from  the  rights  of  citizens  ;  in  the 
higher  callings  they  are  boycotted  and  cannot 
earn  a  living  :  no  employer  is  permitted  to 
have  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  Jews 
among  his  hands;  Jewish  shops  are  shunned 
bv  the  Geuliles  ;  an  inoffensive  Jew  walking 
.cross  the  street  ill  broad  daylight  may  be 
mercilessly  beaten,  and  yet  he  has  no  redress; 
in  the  country,  they  declared,  a  Jew  is  hardly- 
sure  of  his  life.  Matters  have  recently  become 
worse,  owing  to  last  year's  bad  harvest,  alld 
so  the  Jews  scrape  together  a  trifle,  organize 
themselves  into  companies,  and  then  leave  the 
country  in  which  generations  of  their  ancestors 
lived  III  many  cases,  for  the  one  at  first 
referred  to  is  only  a  typical  one,  Hie  men 
tramp  the  whole  distance  to  Vienna,  but 
send  the  women  and  children  by  boat  or  rail. 
The  distress  among  them  is  direful,  Hie 
DTOPle  living  near  the  quay  are  themselves 
Spoor,  but  still  they  did  what  hey  could 
W  relieve  «■<-  »>OSt  pressing  needs  of  these 
unfortunates,  who  had  no  protection  from  the

—Those  who  have  read  and  thoroughly 
digested  the  tremendously  long  programme 
which  our  hospitable  mayor  has  drawn  up  for

Iu  the  second  place, 
there    was   also   the  danger  of  causing  a  pro- 
nounced   rise    iu    tile    rate   of    exchange,  and 
thereby  seriously  disturbing  and  embarrassing 
commercial  and 'industrial  interests.     Notwith- 
standing the  temporary    suspension    of  the 
burning  of  the  piper  currency,  as  we  all  know, 
a  decided  upward  movement  ill  exchange  has 
occurred,    which  might  otherwise  have    been 
of  so  marked  a   nature  as    to   have    proved 
highly  detrimental  to  the  material  prosperity 
of  the  republic.     Thanks  to  tile  wise  prevision 
of  the  Brazilian  government,    tins  has   been 
avoided  to  some  extent,   and  we  miy  fairly 
hope  that,  when  the  incineration  of  paper  cur- 
rency   is  resumed,    it  will  operate  on  a   more 
solid'  basis,  and  ill  such  manner  as  to  obviate 
disturbing  fluctuations.     What  is  wanted  for 
Brazil  is  a  steady,  but  gradual  apprecution  111 
the  rate  of  exchinge,  and  the  prospects  of  tile 
country,   with  a  wise  and  honorable  adminis- 
tration of  its  financial  affairs,  are  growingly 
and  auspiciously  encouraging.. 
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— ult  is  seldom  that  we  are  able  to  cordially 
agree  with  the  opinions  of  our  contemporary)) 
The  Brazilian  Review,  but  to  the  following 
comments  on  the  situation  which  appeared  in 
his  last  issue  we  can  give  unreserved  assent  :— 
«It  is  a  very  long  lime,  not  since  llie  dark  days 
of  1897,  that  the  state  of  this  market  has  been 
so  distinctly  dangerous  as  at  present.  Not 
only  are  failures  of  every  day  occurrence,  but 
credit  is  destroyed,  money  stringent,  discounts 
impracticable  and  suspicion  rampant.  In 
such  a  situation  a  single  bi^  failure  would  be 
sufficient  to  precipitate  liquidation  and  swamp 
the  market  in  general  insolvency."

—There  are  some  good  people 
that  our  complaints  of  the  situati 
official    trespasses,   are    purely    ma 
unfounded.     Let    them    consider 
which  is  typical    of   what  is   goinf;  on  in  this 
city,  and  then    tell   us    if   they  think  we  have 
been  been  in    the   slightest  degree  too  harsh. 
The  proprietor  of  a  long  established  business. 
in  which  the  profits  are  very  meagre,  has  had 
his  taxes  increased   about   six-fold  under  the 
present  regime.     Through  a  peculiar  develop- 
ment  of  his  business,  he  rents   one  building 
and  part  of  another,  where  his  office  is  located, 
Two  or  three  years  ago  the  tax  assessor  thought 
he  ought  lu  pay  two  income  taxes  (iudiislrias 
eproft-SSdes)  although  his  office   in   the  second 
building   is    really   a    part   of  the  business  on 
which  he  paid  a  tax.     So    they    trumped  up  a 
business  in    which  he   is    not   engaged,    and 
forced   it    upon  him,  thus  compelling  him  to 
pay  80J000  a  year  more  than  he  ought  to  have 
paid.     Toward  the  end  of  last  year  the  muni- 
cipality   levied   a  licence  tax  on  a  branch  of 
his  business,   on   which    he   has  never  before 
been  taxed,  ami  as  lie  is  not  in  the  habit  of 
studying  municipal   proceedings  ami  budgets 
he  knew  nothing  of  it.     A  few  weeks  ago  the 
agent  of  the  prefect  called  upon  him  for  the 
licence,  which  of  course  he  did  not  have.    He 
Avas   then    fined    too*.     After    suffering    this 
robbery  he  applied  for  the  licence,  and  now 
the  municipal   sanitary    official   comes  in  and 
says  he  will  not  put  his  visto  lo  the  application 
unless  a    considerable   amount    of   absolutely 
unnecessary  painting,  whitewashing  and  clean- 
ing   is    done.     Only    two    months    ago,    all 
this  was  done  because  of  the  bubonic  plague, 
but   to  create   difficulties   the  sanitary  doctor 
now  wants  to  have  it  all  done  over  again.  _  Of 
course  the  real  object  is  to  create  opportunities 
for  imposing  fines,   a    business  which  is  prov- 
ing highly  lucrative  to  both  officials  and  mun- 
icipality.    And  in  the  meantime  the  unhappy 
victims  are   caught   in    the  meshes   of  a  net 
from  which  they  can  not  escape  without  losing 
everything    they   have.     Hundreds     of    them 
would  hail  the   opportunity    to  sell  out  and 
leave  Rio  de  Janeiro,  but    they  can  not  sell  as 
there  is  no  market.     They  must  stand   and  be 
robbed  by  the  foulest  gang  of  thieves  that  ever 
disgraced  this  or  any  other  laud.

000.000,  though  the  total  for  189S  was  J6,|,-

growth  has  been  no  more  rapid  than  that  of 
other  parts  of  the  world,  the  word's  total 
product  in  [S99  having  been,  according  to  the 
best  estimates,  #315, 000,000.  against  $123,- 
000,000  a  decade  earlier.—  Bti idstreets,  New 
York,  Aug.  4.

Financial  Notes 


—On  the  27th  a  legislative  decree  was  pro- 
mulgated in  Sao  Paulo  authorizing  the  state 
government  to  open  a  supplementary  credit  of 
100,000$  with  the  secretary  of  agriculture  for 
sanitary  works  in  the  city  of  Santos. 

—The  state  of  Miltas  Geraes  lias  decided  to 
float  a  loan  of  15,000,000$  011  this  market,  the 
interest  rate  being  5  per  cent,  and  the  issue 
price  75.  It  would  seem  to  be  a  very  unfavor- 
able time  for  such  an  investment,  hut  as 
capitalists  are  afraid  to  invest  in  commerce 
and  industry,  perhaps  they  will  welcome  the 
opportunity  of  investing  in  this  loan. 

—  In  general  the  public  service  is  best  per- 
formed when  the  respective  employe's  are  few 
and  well  paid.  Minister  Murttnho  states  that 
he  wishes  to  give  better  pay  to  his  consump- 
tion tax  myrmidons,  but  unfortunately  he 
says  nothing  about  reducing  their  number. 
On  the  contrary  lie  is  constantly  engaged  in 
beating  up  recruits  for  this  swarm  of  locusts, 
for  whose  benefit  he  is  dividing  the  country 
into  numerous  consumption  tax  districts. 

— -Rs.  8,080,8761202.  Even  in  our  depre- 
ciated currency  this  sum  is  by  no  means  incon- 
siderable.

TllK  large  American  subscription  to  the  new 
loan  is  the  first  signal  proof  yet  vouchsafed 
that  New  York  has  become  a  great  interna- 
tional investment  market.  New  York  has  lent 
to  Canada  often  ill  the  past,  and  quite  lately 
it  lent  to  the  Russian  government  to  enable 
the  hitter  to  buy  railway  material  in  the  United 
Slates.  But  this  is  the  first  time  in  which 
Nevv  York  has  taken  a  leading  part  ill  an 
issue  made  by  a  European  government  of  the 
very  highest  credit,  And  it  is  certain  that 
New  York  will  become  even  a  more  important 
market  ill  the  early  future,  and  ultimately 
will  become,  perhaps,  the  greatest  of  markets. 
During  the  past  four  years  the  United  States 
has  enjoyed  extraordinary  prosperity.  Even 
during  the  preceding  six  years  of  intermittent 
crises  the  foundations  were  being  laid  for  the 
present  prosperity,  because  the  people  were 
compelled  to  practise  economies  111  all  direc- 
tions. As  the  country  grows  in  wealth  and 
population,  capital  will  accumulate,  and  the 
investing  classes  will  not  find  at  home  a  suffi- 
cient outlet  for  their  savings,  Tliey  will  look 
abroad,  as  a  matter  of  course,  just  as  the  peo- 
ple of  this  country  have  looked  abroad  for 
more  than  a  century  past;  and  each  issue 
made  in  New  York  will  attract  the  attention 
of  the  rest  of  the  world  more  and  more,  and 
will  bring  to  New  York  fresh  business. —
